Dear Rev. Falwell, 

I have been In Germany two years now protecting the Berllners from 
communism. In that time I have come to be extremely disillusioned with their 
society and some of us have been trying to make it worth saving from 
communism. 

First of all, the German people are extremely Immoral. They sell 
magazines every week with pornographic pictures of breasts and buttocks on 
the newsstands where people of every age can see them. Prostitution is not 
even Illegal here, and you can get little booklets advertising bordellos, 
with filthy cartoons and pictures of naked women in them. I have even seen 
nakedness and sex on public German TV, which is all run by the state. 

Second of all, the streets are full of what they call "punks" here, 
young people with strange clothing who reject morality and fix up their hair 
and faces to show their contempt for normal people. Some of them dye their 
hair pink and blue and others wear it in huge greasy mohawks. Some of them 
put safety pins in their noses like savages. You see these perverts on the 
streets all the time and in the subways. There are also sections of town 
where men dress up in women's clothing. Homosexuals and lesbians are 
everywhere . 

Worst of all, half the people here are part of this "peace novenent" 
as they call it, including the churches. They paint nasty cartoons of our 
President and make Americans out to be cruel fanatics of some sort. The 
American Jesus that you preach is unknown here. The Jesus they preach here 
is a commie and a yellow pacifist who has more in common with Intellectuals 
and professors than he does with you and me. Tou would think that Jesus went 
to some Ivy league college the way the preachers here make a communist or at 
least a weakling out of him. Their Jesus should not only be crucified, but 
In fact crucifying would be too good for him. On the day of judgment the 
German Jesus and all who follow him will perish in the pit of hell like the 
evildoers and Godhaters that they are. The whole of German society Is rotten 
because those whose job it is to preach Jesus do not preach your Jesus but 
this filthy German Jesus who will turn the whole world into communism If we 
let him.
